SCENARIO SYNOPSIS: _ 

A Student is dispatched to a residence to take a report regarding stolen money. The victim is upset 
because she discovered $50.00 missing from her secret stash. There is no sign of forced entry but she is 
convinced that someone must have broken in and stolen the money. While the Student is taking the report, 
the victim’s boyfriend tells the Student that he believes the victim’s son took the money. The two begin 
arguing over the issue. They continue to argue to the point that the Student should call for backup. The 
situation then escalates to a domestic battery, with the boyfriend striking the female. The boyfriend will not 
attempt to hurt the Student, but will continue to try to hurt the female until fully controlled by the Student. 
The Student may request backup, but backup will be delayed for 3 minutes. _
